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A Sierra Madre woman, whose name has been 
withheld by her family, committed suicide Friday 
morning about 10:52 a.m. in the wooded area up Mt. 
Wilson Road by dousing herself with gasoline and 
striking a match. 

The Fire Department was sent there for a brush 
fire. Neighbors had quelled the brush fire, however, 
and the Fire and Police Departments found the wom¬ 
an’s body. 

She had parked her car on Mt. Wilson Road, left 
her purse in the car, leaving no note, and had walked 
about 200 feet to the place of her death. 

According to Agent John Cordischi, she had 
been in severe mental depression for about two years, 
since having been trapped in an elevator that dropped 
two floors. She had to “fight her way to get out,” 
Cordischi explained. She had been undergoing therapy 
and was on medication for her condition. 

The location of her death was in the large back¬ 
yard of a rear home at 288 Churchill. 

When the local departments found the body, 
they notified Sierra Madre County Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment who said she had “obviously taken her own 
life,” according to Police Chief Bill Betts. That de¬ 
partment called the coroner who agreed with the 
analysis. 

She leaves her husband and a grown daughter.

Josh Delmer, 24, Sierra Madre, is in the Antelope 
Valley Hospital in critical condition and in a coma 
following a one-car accident on the 14 freeway just 
north of Palmdale Blvd., Antelope Valley. 

His sister, Dorana, of Lancaster, said that for no 
reason his car swerved from the northbound side of 
the freeway and hit the center divider. Delmer was 
ejected from the front passenger window and was 
thrown 50 feet to the soutlibound side of the freeway, 
hitting his head. 

The accident happened at 5:45 p.m. Saturday 
evening when he was on his way to Lancaster for the 
weekend. 


Delmer works as a technician for Harry Hill Vol¬ 
vo in W. Covina and often goes to Lancaster for the 
weekend, his sister explained. 

Delmer’s lungs collapsed but have been reinflated. 
He has had difficulty breathing so he is now on a res¬ 
pirator; however, he is on no other life support. His 
jaw is fractured and he might have other internal 
injuries, his sister said. 

“We don’t know if he has brain damage,” Dor- 
ana told The News. 

Doctors took two CAT scans and performed two

Percell Oct. 21 trial transferred to Van Nuys

In an effort to speed up the murder 
trial of Jeffrey Stephen Percell, the L.A. 
Superior Court has transferred Percell’s 
case to the Northwest District Court in Van 
Nuys. Percell’s new trial date is now set for 
Oct. 21. 

Percell was granted another continuance 
on Mar. 29 of this year when the Superior 
Court of Pasadena ran into jury pool selec¬ 
tion problems. At that time, a pool of poten¬ 
tial jurors did not meet the minimum re¬ 
quired number of 300. The District Attorney’s 
office in Pasadena, under D.A. Elton Sims, 
granted Percell the continuance to July 10, 


with a tentative trial date set for Sept. 22. 
However, jury pool problems continued 
through this date and another continuance 
was granted for July 26, then again for July 
31, when the case was transferred to Van 
Nuys. 

According to Jerriann Hayslett, director 
of Public Information, L.A. Superior Court, 
as of Apr. 4 this year, four new courtrooms 
opened at the Van Nuys courthouse which 
are used to handle “death penalty and long- 
cause cases.” Percell’s case is a death 
penalty case. 

Percell’s case was transferred from 
Pasadena, a common practice, even though 


Van Nuys is outside the jurisdiction because 
of the case calendar set in Pasadena. If 
Percell’s trial had remained in Pasadena, 
the trial would have been delayed even long¬ 
er or scheduling it would have “bogged 
down the calendar,” said Hayslett. 

Counsel for Percell is Michael M. Crain 
and Co-counsel is Rowan Klein, attorneys 
from the law firm Klein and Crain, who were 
appointed by the court to defend Percell. 
Percell no longer is defending himself. 

Percell, 34, is being held without bail 
for the double murder of his parents, Doris 
and John Percell of Sierra Madre. They were

Gertrude Gerke, long-time Sierra Madrean, will 
celebrate her 90th birthday a week from today, Thurs¬ 
day, Aug. 13. She (quick to tell us she’s born under 
the Leo sign) will have a plethora of celebrations in 
her honor for the occasion including an open house 
for family and friends on Saturday, Aug. 8; a birth¬ 
day party at Sierra Garden Club on Aug. 10; Senior 
Citizens Club celebration on Saturday, Aug. 15; and 
coffee after worship at Faith Lutheran Church on 
Sunday, Aug. 16. 

“Charles Corp, my birthday pal, celebrates on 
Aug. 13 every year, too. We exchange cards at Christ¬ 
mas, too. Mary Perry, good friend who just joined 
Sierra Madre Woman’s Club, also shares my birthday, 
but is 20 years younger,” Gerke tells us. 

This year, Aug. 13, 1992, she will have lived 
1080 months, 32,872 days, 788,928 hours, 47,335,680 
minutes, and 2,871,676,800 seconds, according to 
her own computations. 

She was born in Milwaukee, Wis., and came to 
California in 1923. A year later she was married Oct. 
23 in Los Angeles to Carl Henry Gerke and had four 
children. She and her husband moved to Sierra 
Madre Oct. 29, 1942. 

Her children include Richard Carl Gerke, Mar¬ 
garet Amanda Gerke, Carolyn and Ruth. 


Gerke has been known for her marionette collec¬ 
tion and shows, and for her period clothes. She also 
has had a huge collection of hats (over 200), enjoys 
cooking and gardening. 

She started making her first marionette July 13, 
1932, at the Queen Anne Playground, Los Angeles, 
in a summer class for children. “1 enjoyed molding 
the heads, assembling the bodies and sewing the 
clothes,” she said. 

Her first show was February 1934, for Trinity 
Lutheran Church in Los Angeles, and from then on 
she gave over 50 shows. Daughter Margaret has 
taken up the hobby and gives shows from time to time. 

The Gerkes went on a trip around the world and 
were gone for six months, then moved to Sierra 
Madre. 

After Mr. Gerke’s death, she received the honor 
of Older American and was recognized on May 12, 
1978, in Los Angeles by the Supervisors. A year later, 
at age 77, she was honored as Sierra Madre Citizen 
of the Year. 

In 1982, Gerke was grand marshal of the Sierra 
Madre Fourth of July Parade, and two years later, 
she was Ground Hog Queen at the ceremonies on 
Feb. 2, 1984. She sewed the costumes worn by her

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Playground Safety - 
Playing it safe 

It’s vacation time and that means 
playgrounds filled with children. Al¬ 
though school administrators and park/ 
recreation officials should make sure all 
play areas are well maintained, parents 
need to become involved and be aware 
of possible playground hazards. 

Almost 100,000 hospital emergency 
room-treated injuries each year are a re¬ 
sult of playground incidents, according to 
the U.S. Consumer Product Safety Com¬ 
mission. 

We suggest the following guidelines 
for safety on the playground: 

— Sixty-two percent of playground 
injuries result from children fall¬ 
ing onto the ground from play¬ 
ground equipment. A playground 
should have a cushioned surface, 
such as wood chips, sand, chopped 
tires or rubber matting. However, 
grass, dirt and asphalt do not pro¬ 
vide adequate cushioning and are 
not acceptable. 

— Equipment should be mounted 
securely. All anchors and any 
cement should be either buried 
or well padded. 

— Check for exposed nails, bolts or 
other sharp objects. Open-ended 
“S-hooks” used with swings should 
be closed to avoid pinching or 
scratching children. 

— Playground equipment should be 
maintained and the area should 
be clean. Check for peeling paint, 
rust, splinters or other signs of 
wear and neglect.

While we agree it is 
important to preserve the 
Passionist Monastery be¬ 
cause of its merits archi¬

Father Barron has said 
that the population of

sidered razing the build¬ 
ing before the June 28,

1991 earthquake which 
initially damaged the struc¬ 
ture. At the public hear¬ 
ing last Tuesday night, 
he also stated that the or¬ 
der was only breaking even 
on the operation of their 
retreat house located on 
the same tract as the mon¬ 
astery. 

We submit that follow¬ 
ing this line of thinking, 
the Passionists, once the 
centerpiece of their 75- 
acre holding is just a 
memory, will eventually 
claim that the retreat bus¬ 
iness is no longer what it 
used to be and that up¬ 
keep of the Sierra Madre 
Mission is no longer ap¬ 
plicable to their ministry 
(Barron has already stressed 
the importance of the 


Passionists’ work in In¬ 
dia) and after 60 years of 
enjoying tax-free status 
in the dty of Sierra Madre, 
will sell off the property 
to developers who will 
promptly subdivide and 
develop this extremely 
desirable and valuable 
piece of view property. 

Perhaps this explains 
why the Passionists op¬ 
posed the hillside ordi¬ 
nance?

Carrot Top revisited...

When you were a kid, did you ever have a 
“Thunder Mug” or “Thunder Jug” under your 
bed? I’m sure that if you are older than 65 and 
lived in the Midwest or Eastern states, you did. 
At least you must have listened to your mother 
and father tell about the convenience of such a 
contraption, for every household had one under 
eaeh bed and Oh Boy!, did they come in handy 
on those nights of 10 degrees below zero. 

Did you often wonder why your mother 
never allowed you to have a drink of water or 
coffee after nine o’clock in the evening? Milk 
was also a no-no, for when nature called on those 
nights, it was indeed very hard, yes, very hard 
to get out of that “feather bed” and traipse 
somewhere outside for relief. Of course, the 
beauty of the deal, and I ean vividly still remem¬ 
ber it, was when you came back and crawled in¬ 
to that nice warm bed, especially if you had a 
warm brother or sister sleeping with you. 

Back to the “Thunder Mug.” They were 
cute little things, some of them just an ordinary 
pot, some with handles, some with wire handles. 
Some you would find were “handpainted” due 
to the industrial effort of your mother. Hand- 
painted or what, they were a necessity having to 
be taken care of and it was your job to take 
care of your property and see that it was kept 
clean and in its proper place. Sometimes it was 
your weekly or monthly job to keep all the utensils 
under the care of one party, that was, if any¬ 


thing went wrong, mama knew where to point 
the finger. 

It was in the early ’20s, just after World 
War II, most cities did not have sewer treatment 
plants or sewers. Each home or business house 
had what was generally called an “outhouse,” 
“backhouse,” or “privy,” all of them equipped 
with one large hole, medium size and a wee one. 
Then there was the crescent moon on the left side 
as ^u walked in. I do not know what that was 
for unless it was to keep the Santa Anna winds 
blowing through. Anyway, one other necessary 
piece of equipment for this important building 
was either the Sears and Roebuck or Montgomery 
Ward catalogue. 

Although the paper was fairly slick, the color 
printing was entertaining, and I always spent a lot 
of time in the toy section of those catalogues. 
Great Northern, Charmin, Scotts or Aurora were 
never heard of in those days. 

Yep, those were the good old days. In the 
wintertime when the blizzards came roaring through 
Kansas, and the snow got as much as five and six 
feet deep, it was my job the very first thing in the 
morning to get “bundled up,” find the old No. 5 
scoop shovel and start from the back door and 
clear a three-foot path to the “outhouse.” 

Always remember it is the plain working truth 
that it is not only good for the human race to be 
shocked, but absolutely necessary to the progress 
of the society that they should be shocked pretty 
often.

So, you long for the “good old days!” 

Wdl, maybe to capture lost youth, or recall 
more gentle days of courtesy and consideration. 

Otherwise? 

Look at a good old day from our memory. 
Crawl from deep under a feather tick at 6 a.m. 
on a January morning, 38 degrees - not outside, 
but in the upstairs bedroom. 

Grab your clothes and run downstairs to 
the kitchen where everyone else had gathered for 
breakfast - and to dress for the day. (The kitchen 
range offered the only morning heat. Dad had 
built that fire before leaving the house earlier.) 

We hear folks today talking about taking a 
cold bath. Forty-degree water in a 40-degree 
bathroom? 

Bathroom? Like the sign on the highway 
announcing the rest area ahead sometimes says, 
“Limited Facilities.” 

For an essential element of the bathroom 
was segregated in that distinctive piece of early 
American heritage architecture with the half 
moon carved above the door, always built a pru¬ 
dent and considerable distance from the back 
door, with dirt path. 

Ah, the pristine glory of communing with 
nature, walking (or running) down the path be¬ 
fore bedtime, like the postman, rain, sleet, snow. 
One must have character. 

Oh yes, there were chamber pots inside the 
house, but in a large family on long winter nights, 
there could be problems with their utility. 

Another thing: Have you known the joys 


of heavy, long wool underwear, covering your 
altogether stem to stern with the itchy stuff - yes, 
the girls, too. 

Then follow 20 kids, 6 to 15, to the tiny one- 
room rural school, with its pot-bellied stove 
which operated at two temperatures, too hot, 
and too cold. 

All schools have a dinstinctive flavor, but 
our little palaces of learning had a genuine non- 
academinc atmosphere when 20 kids trekked in 
from Run Sheep Run at recess to huddle near the 
stove in their damp woolen snuggles. 

But, a luxury! 

It was in this season that the men cut ice 
chunks from the river, to be stored in the little 
wooden icehouses, insulated in sawdust, a little 
of which always remained in the bottom of the 
lemonade glass when the luxurious cold stuff 
was used in early summer. 

The ice was washed, but we innocently felt 
no contaminants could exist in river ice. 

You’ve heard those old “brags” about walk¬ 
ing a mile or two to and from school. We won’t 
do that here - or chronicle Mom’s cooking, can¬ 
ning, doing chores, cleaning with mop and broom, 
washing by hand, doctoring the family with med¬ 
ical miracles like goose grease, mustard plasters, 
quinine and linament. 

No, I’m not doing the yearning. You see. 
I’ve been there. 

And anyhow, years hence, the next genera¬ 
tion will probably look back at these good old 
days. It was ever thus.

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State budget was 
big issue back 
in 1949 too 

“An open letter to members of the California 
Legislature about the billion ddlar state budget.” 

I That is the headline in a full-page ad in the Los Angeles 
Times, Monday, Feb. 28,1949. b was signed by E.L. 
Callahan, president of United Taxpayers, Inc. Calla¬ 
han was Sierra Madrean Celeste McCreary’s father. 

The Sierra Madre woman said, “What would 
he (her father) think if he saw the present budget? 

, He would be horrified.” 

McCreary found the ad among some of her fath¬ 
er’s papers recently which she inherited following his 
death on Dec. 31,1966. He was president of the Los 
Angeles Realty Board in 1954 and president of the 
California Realty Board in 1960. During the ’SOs 
and ’60s he was director of the National Association 
of Realty Boards and also regional vice-president of 
the group. 

The 1949 ad reveals that the population in Sierra 
Madre in 1945 was 5380 with the registered popula¬ 
tion in 1948 standing at 6112. Taxes in 1945 were 
$180,371 and in 1948, $328,254. Quite an appreciable 
jump. The population percentage rose 13.6 percent 
with the taxes rising 81.9 percent, Callahan pointed 
out. 

In Arcadia, population in 1945 was 13,100 and 
in 1948, 17,748. That is a jump of 35.4 percent. 
Taxes jumped 114.8 percent, from $756,611 to 
$1,625,815 during those years. 

Pasadena had 89,070 population in 1945 and it 
increased by 21.1 percent to 107,897 in 1948. Taxes 
during that time swelled from $4,035,117 to $7,495,261, 
85.7 percent. 

Nearby Monrovia jumped from 14,180 to 18,297, 
29 percent, from 1945 to 1948. Taxes went from 
' $443,130 to $938,252, an increase of 111.7 percent. 

In the ad, on Feb. 15, 1949, the budget called 
for a spending total of $1,060,187,939. “This seems 
incredible,” said Callahan. “It is $809,326,000 more 
than the $250,861,000 budget of 1942-43, 16 times 
the rate of population growth.” 

■ California’s budget this year, a revised budget, 

, according to Pay Myers of Assemblyman Dick Mount- 
' joy’s office, shows a $40 billion budget. She explained, 

' “The 1992-93 budget showed $42.7 billion in revenues 

■ with a $ 2.6 billion deficit remaining from the past 
year. Expenditures cut the budget to $40.1 billion 

- and the state still faces a $2.3 billion deficit because 
the Legislature failed to act on Proposition 98 before 
July 1,1992.” 

. What would Mr. Callahan think about that? 

McCreary’s father worked for Henry Hunting- 
' ton, starting in 1902. When Huntington died in the 
* 'mid ’20s, Callahan became vice president and later

when the president retired, he became president of 
Huntington Land and Improvement Co. which was a 
real estate management company of all of Hunting¬ 
ton’s holdings. Huntington is, of course, known for 
the railroad and for the Huntington Sheraton Hotel, 
among many others. 

Callahan was born in Texas in 1889 and came 
to California with his widowed mother when he was 
12. They lived in Los Angeles where he attended 
Catholic schools, including St. Vincent’s College in 
Los Angeles. McCreary mentioned that the college 
has been razed. 

Callahan and his mother built a home in Redon¬ 
do Beach where he met Celeste’s mother and they 
were married. 

They came to Sierra Madre shortly thereafter 
since Celeste’s mother had tuberculosis. Many came 
here for treatment for tuberculosis. She died in 1929. 

The Callahans lived in South Pasadena for awhile 
until buying a home in the county area near Arcadia 
where he died. 

Celeste McCreary’s stepmother, whom he mar¬ 
ried two years after the death of Celeste’s mother, 
died in May 1986. 

McCreary came to Sierra Madre in 1986 after 
having lived in Arcadia for 30 years. “I always wanted 
to live in Sierra Madre and now 1 am at the same ad¬ 
dress as when I came to the city as a bride in 1938,” 
she noted. 

She managed the hospital for Dr. George Groth, 
then was married and has two sons, Harrison (Mac) 
Baines Jr. of New Jersey and William Baines, River¬ 
side. She also has three grandchildren, a granddaugh¬ 
ter and twb grandsons. ’ 


“We’re flattered that the 
state has offered us the 
opportunity to participate 
in the program since there 
are only 100 scattered 
throughout California,” 
said Sierra Madre Fire 
Chief Edward Tracy con¬ 
cerning the department’s 
being accepted into the 
Office of Emergency Ser¬ 
vices (OES) program. 

The Sierra Madre Vol¬ 
unteer Fire Department 
is the only volunteer fire 
department in Southern 
California to have been 
approached by the OES 
chiefs. The City Council 
agreed to participate and 
congratulated the depart¬ 
ment. 

In 1951, the federal 
government established a 
program to match state 
and local funds for the 
purchase of fire and res¬ 
cue apparatus and equip¬ 
ment in an effort to strength¬ 
en statewide fire defenses 


within California and to 
enhance local mutual aid. 
Under the direction and 
assistance of the governor’s 
Fire Advisory Committee, 
the state developed a Fire 
Disaster Plan (now called 
the California Fire Ser¬ 
vice and Rescue Emergency 
Mutual Aid Plan) and 
established a fire service 
program. 

The plan includes ac¬ 
quisition of 100 , 1000 - 
GPM fire apparatuses 
which is a triple combina¬ 
tion fire engine. It also 
includes acquisition of 29 
Heavy Rescue Apparatuses 
with multi-purpose heavy- 
rescue capability as well 
as 100,000 feet of six-inch 
quick-coupling aluminum 
pipe adapted for emer¬ 
gency fire fighting use. 

Also included is construc¬ 
tion of a statewide moun¬ 
tain-top repeater duplex 
radio system which be¬ 


came an OES fire radio 
network for OES fire en¬ 
gines; plus a program of 
cataloging all fire and 
rescue resources; and 
equipment within Cali¬ 
fornia. 

How does all this im¬ 
pact our local depart¬ 
ment? We need to find a 
place to house the equip¬ 
ment. Fire Chief Tracy 
said it could be housed 
either in the main station 
or in the canyon station 
“to be used by Sierra 
Madre or at the request 
of the state.” 

Sierra Madre would be 
responsible for the day-to- 
day maintenance and care 
of the equipment with 
the repair and maintenance 
cost to be shared between 
the state and Sierra Madre. 
Sierra Madre also will 
satisfy a minimum de¬ 
ductible share of $50 with 
the state paying the bal¬ 
ance in excess of $50. The 


city also agrees to furnish 
evidence of insurance. 

Local personnel are 
paid $585 for each 24- 
hour period after the ini¬ 
tial 12 -hour free period. 
A portion of this amount 
could be retained by the 
city as a possible revenue 
stream or to offset any 
costs of insurance require¬ 
ments. 

Other area departments 
which share the honor 
with Sierra Madre (again, 
the only volunteer depart¬ 
ment invited to partici¬ 
pate) are Arcadia and La 
Verne. 

“Presently, the El 
Monte Fire Department 
is exploring the possibility 
of obtaining an OES Heavy 
Rescue Apparatus for use 
in Urban Search and Res¬ 
cue operations in the event 
of a major earthquake 
within the area,” Tracy 
said.

THE STAND 
Stephen King 

King brings us his version of the Apocalypse 
in “The Stand” as only he can. A true epic of 
good battling evil for control of the world (or at 
least the U.S.) after a mysterious disease eradi¬ 
cates most of the population and throws society, 
as we know it, into complete anarchy. There are 
two versions of “The Stand,” the latest coming 
out roughly three years ago, which includes 
original material cut out by the editor. (Those 
darn editors.) Having read both versions, I rec- 
commend the expanded edition for the sole rea¬ 


son that the "bad” characters arc now fleshed 
out instead of appearing as just iwivdimensional 
caricatures of “evil.” However, either version 
is a fantastic read. 

NATIVE SON 
Richard Wright 

Richard Wright’s “Native Son,” although 
set in 1930s Chicago, still holds much truth about 
the black, poverty-level community’s condition 
in white, upwardly-mobile America today. And 
what a dismal, miserable truth. In the aftermath 
of our own L.A. riots of 1992, an angry “Native 
Son” stabs a red-hot finger in white America’s 
conscious, pointing out that nothing has changed 
for this oppressed group. As Bigger Thomas, 
Wright’s tragic protagonist, finds himself caught 
as an outcast between middle-class whites and 
“his own stunted place in life,” we see him in¬ 
exorably pulled into the vortex of Wright’s “hor¬ 
rible truth...(that) violence is a personal necessity 
for the oppressed.” A lesson brought brutally 
home in the wake of Rodney King’s violent beat¬ 
ing, the officers’ trial and ensuing riots. “Native 
Son’s” anger, frustration, hopelessness and 
helplessness is, unfortunately, still meaningful 
today.

Rethink using 
rubber asphalt 

“Many Streets to Be 
Paved” is the name of the 
article on page two of the 
Wistaria Vine, 1992 edi¬ 
tion. 

In this article there 


is mention of the wonder¬ 
ful idea of a rubber as¬ 
phalt. In this story it is 
mentioned that the rub¬ 
ber asphalt idea will save 
lots of landfill space. 1 
guess it meant that old 
tires will not be dumped 
in that type of a space. 

Water is a lubricant 
to rubber. For your own 
experiment take a piece 
of smooth rubber and 
wet your fingers, rubbing 
your fingers over the rub¬ 
ber. Note how slippery 
the surface is when you 
rub wet fingers on it. 

It is a well-known fact 
that when the streets get 
wet from a rainstorm. 


the streets get very slip¬ 
pery. It is also a well- 
known fact that if water 
is applied to a rubber 
surface the coefficient of 
friction is much less for 
that rubber surface. This 
means that if rubber is 
mixed with the asphalt 
road paving material, that 
rubberized material will 
have a very low coefficient 
of friction when it is wet 
and the tires of your car 
will slip on the road in a 
rain and easier than be¬ 
fore with this new type of 
rubberized paving material. 

1 am sure all of us have 
noticed how well your 


rubber-edged windshield 
wiper works in a heavy 
rain. This wiper works 
so well in rain because 
the coefficient friction is 
very low when the rain acts 
as a lubricant to the rub¬ 
ber wiper. The same prin¬ 
ciple will be true when 
we have a rain on our 
rubberized asphalt roads; 
the road will be lubricated 
by the rain. 

So, Sierra Madre City 
Engineer, please think 
over this rubber in as¬ 
phalt idea again. We 
want safer roads when it 
rains, not slippery roads.

Templeton’s great-grandfather 
was a mover/shaker 


How many of us have 
a great-grandfather who 
founded a town and made 
a significant invention 
for the printing industry? 
Jeanne Templeton of 
Sierra Madre has boast¬ 
ing rights on both. 

H.A. Hempel, her great¬ 
grandfather, founded the 
settlement of Gotha, Fla. 
(in the hilly region near 
Orlando), and brought 
with him a group of well- 
to-do Germans to be in¬ 
habitants. Hempel was 
from the German village 
in Thuringen of the same 
name. He also invented 
a printer’s key that locks 
a frame of type together. 
In concert with the Ger¬ 
man-American poet, Frank 
Siller (Francis von Siller), 
he was able to bring over 
original setters who were 
named “German-Latins.” 
They came to clear the 
forest and plant oranges. 
This was back in 1880. 

Hempel was born Oct. 
21, 1836, the son of a poor 
weaver in Gotha, Ger¬ 
many. He began his 
career as an apprentice 
with a printing shop when 
he was 21, and moved 
around Europe before 
coming to the United States 
to New York in 1866. 

While working in Buf¬ 
falo, N.Y., he received a 
patent in 1873, for a metal 
type key which he im¬ 
proved in 1878. It was 
manufactured extensive¬ 
ly in Buffalo and was 


used in all print shops in 
the United States. 

The key was a boon to 
printers who worked in 
hot type since the key held 
together many small pieces 
of type so they would not 
fall out of the frame. 
The frame is made up of 
type and wedges called 
quoins, and this is placed 
in the printers’ press. 

Because of his health, 
Hempel went to Florida 
and founded the colony 
called Gotha. That is 
where he spent 24 years 
until around 1903 when 
he returned to Buffalo to 
run his printers’ key fac¬ 
tory. 

Hempel hoped to create 
in Gotha, Fla., a resting 
place for his old printing 
colleagues. They put to¬ 
gether a diary, “Memories 
of Gotha,” which describes 
the area and is in Tem¬ 
pleton’s library. 

She said that her great¬ 
grandfather died around 
1919 or 1920. 

She and her mother 
came to Sierra Madre 
from Buffalo in 1941. 
Her mother died in 1985. 

Templeton returned to 
Florida for the centennial 
of Gotha in April of 1985. 
“I even had my picture 
taken for the paper during 
that time with my two 
first cousins once re¬ 
moved,” she grinned. 
“And I was in the parade 
that went down the main 
street of town. They had

He fought 
extradition before returning to Caiifornia 
to stand triai in Aprii 1989. 

The preliminary hearing began May 24, 
1989, with Percell pleading not guilty to the 
double count of murder.

The 
new trial date is set for Oct. 21,9 a.m., L.A.

Daniel 
Stewart’s Froggy is a 
British soldier right out 
of Monty Python! 

Although literal-minded 
souls might find “The 
Foreigner” pretty silly 
stuff, for most of us the 
laughter is nonstop and 
even the serious bits have 
wonderfully ingenious 
solutions. 

Much if its expertise is 
due to director Alan Brooks 
who played the original 
Charlie back in 1983.

The Sierra Madre Play¬ 
house has revived that 
pleasantly grisly farce 
“Arsenic and Old Lace,” 
which is always worth see¬ 
ing. What a masterpiece 
of horrific comedy it is. 
It has only one major 
problem. The role of 
Jonathan Brewster, the 
chief villain, was original¬ 
ly written for and played 
by Boris Karloff, but has 


had to make do ever 
since. Even the movie 
had Jonathan played by 
Raymond Massey, heaven 
knows why, who was a 
barely adequate substitute. 
The Playhouse has a young 
man, Roy Hammond, who 
is the right size and shape 
and acts properly sinister 
but who needs a far more 
expert makeup. His present 
one looks as if he was at¬ 
tacked by pink leeches, 
inspiring more curiosity 
than fright. 

But Suzanne Luckie 
Williams and Verna Chil¬ 
ton are very good indeed 
as the cosily murderous 
Brewster sisters. A.J. 
Russel’s “Teddy Roose¬ 
velt” could hardly be im¬ 
proved upon and Ed 
Thomas even manages to 
make the nervous Dr. Ein¬ 
stein quite sympathetic. 
Joseph Petticoffer and 
Mickey Desmond are stal¬ 
wart policemen, Terrance 
Roseen makes his two roles 
quite different and Thom 
Sanford carries off several 
bits, of which his Lt. 
Rooney is the liveliest. 

The romantic interest 
is almost an anti-climax 
but Jo Buderus gives the 
minister’s daughter a lot 


of spunk and Jonathon 
Chaus, as apparently the 
only sane Brewster, regis¬ 
ters horrified concern very 
well. It is a great pity to 
deprive him of his strict¬ 
ly descriptive, nicely al¬ 
literative climactic line. 
The line he uses is the 
movie version, which was 
a Hayes Office-inspired 
dud.

Darryl Bruce as the 
Prince of Verona walks, 
acts and speaks more like 
a professional wrestler 
than a Renaissance noble¬ 
man. 

No doubt it is educa¬ 
tional to produce “Romeo 
and Juliet” almost as 
Shakespeare wrote it, but 
it would be easier on the 
audience to cut some of 
the more daborate speeches, 
especially those which 
describe what the audience 
has just seen. Either the 
acoustics of the PHS audi¬ 
torium or the enunciation 
of the actors or both make 
many of the speeches in¬ 
comprehensible even to 
those familiar with Shake¬ 
spearean language. 

TheaterQuest is un¬ 
doubtedly on its way and 
has achieved some of its 
purposes. It will be in¬ 
teresting to follov/ its fur¬ 
ther progress.

As a result of more than 
two burglaries, several 
thousands of dollars worth 
of property has been re¬ 
covered by the Sierra 
Madre Police Department. 

The department on Sat¬ 
urday, Aug. 1, displayed 
for identification numer¬ 
ous items of recovered 
stolen property at the sta¬ 
tion; however, about 90 
percent of the seized prop¬ 
erty remains unidentified 
and is still in the custody 
of the police. 

In last week’s Police 
Blotter, The News reported 
that on July 25, two Sier¬ 
ra Madre female residents, 
38 and 60 years old, were 
charged with possession 
of stolen property follow¬ 
ing a residential burglary 
in the 400 block of W. 
Highland. 

Following that burglary, 
the females held a yard 
sale on N. Adams, and 
shoppers identified some 
of the goods stolen from 
their homes and reported 
the items to the police. 

The women were arrested, 
and furniture, appliances 
and jewelry worth over 
$20,000 were recovered 
from the residence in the 
200 block of Adams, Sierra 
Madre, and from a resi¬ 
dent in the 200 block of 


E. Lime, Monrovia, pur¬ 
suant to a search war¬ 
rant for stolen goods. A 
male, 24, of Monrovia, 
was also arrested in con¬ 
nection with the robberies 
with many of the items 
in his home in Monrovia. 

Following last Satur¬ 
day’s open house to show 
the results of the stolen 
goods to the community, 
five burglaries and three 
thefts, occurring in Sierra 
Madre, were cleared and 
property returned, ac¬ 
cording to Sgt. Larry 
Lutzow. Two additional 
thefts from other cities 
were closed with property 
returned. 

The property returned 
to victims was valued at 
$10,093. Lutzow said 
that there was an equal 
amount of property left, 
however, and urged own¬ 
ers to come to the Police 
Department for further 
identifications. 

“Those individuals 
who have been victims of 
a burglary or theft, especial¬ 
ly those in the northwest 
section of the city, should 
call the Police Depart¬ 
ment at 355-1414 to make 
an appointment to view 
the remaining property,” 
Lutzow said.

Anthony Andreoli of 
Arcadia, who is professor 
emeritus of biochemistry 
at Cal State Los Angeles, 
has been selected as one 
of two recipients of the 
American Association for 
the Advancement of Science 
1992 Mentor Award. 

Andreoli received the 
award at the 158th nation¬ 
al AAAS meeting in Chi¬ 
cago for his “extraordinary 
leadership in efforts to 
increase the participation 
of women, minorities and 
individuals with physical 
disabilities in science and 
engineering.” He was 
described as “one of those 
rare individuals who have 
made a tremendous and 
positive difference in the 
academic choices and 
career development of 
many individuals.” 

According to Dr. Car¬ 
los Gutierrez, chair of the 
Cal State L.A. Depart¬ 
ment of Chemistry and 
Biochemistry, Andreoli 
was recognized for es¬ 
tablishment of a research 
program which resulted in 
the university’s first Na¬ 
tional Science Foundation 
grant in 1956 and con¬ 
tinuous NSF funding over 
35 years as well as fund¬ 
ing from the National In¬ 
stitute of Health for 24 
years. 

Citing Andreoli’s “Ex¬ 
ceptional research train¬ 
ing efforts,” Gutierrez 
wrote, “Twenty of his 


former students have com¬ 
pleted the Ph.D. in the 
biomedical sciences and 
three more currently are 
in doctoral programs. 
Five are faculty members 
at research universities, 
and they continue the tra¬ 
dition of excellence learned 
by their seminal partici¬ 
pation in Andreoli’s lab¬ 
oratory.” 

Dr. Andeoli’s contri- 
butbns in the area of train¬ 
ing minority biochemists 
was recognized by the 
Society for the Advance¬ 
ment of Chicanos and 
Native Americans in Science 
when that organization 
honored him with the 
society’s Distinguished 
Service Award in 1987. 

Andreoli was born in 
New York City of Costa 
Rican parents and moved 
with his family to Los An¬ 
geles after completing el¬ 
ementary school. After 
graduating from Dorsey 
High School in 1944 he 
entered the U.S. Army 
Air Force and was on ac¬ 
tive duty until the end of 
World War 11. He attend¬ 
ed the University of South¬ 
ern California under the 
G.I. Bill, earning a B.S. 
and ultimately his Ph.D. 

He joined the faculty 
at Cal State L.A. in 1955 
as an assistant professor 
and developed the bio¬ 
chemistry curriculum for 
the newly established 
school. He became pro¬ 


fessor of biochemistry in 
1964. 

In addition to the AAAS 
award, Andreoli has been 
honored by the California 
State University Program 
for Education and Re¬ 
search in Biotechnology 
as he was selected as the 
first recipient of CSUPERB’s 
Biotechnology Distin¬ 
guished Faculty Service 
Award. He was given 
this honor because of his 
“long-standing record of 
productive scholarship... 
research training of under¬ 
graduate and graduate 
students that now popu¬ 
late a number of institu¬ 
tions of higher education 


in the U.S....leadership 
of one of this country’s 
oldest and largest minori¬ 
ty student training pro¬ 
grams in the molecular 
life sciences...stature as a 
widely-sought reviewer 
and advisor to federal pro¬ 
grams in the biochemical 
sciences...and very active 
role in enlarging profes¬ 
sional opportunities in 
science for minorities.” 

Because Andreoli is the 
first recipient of the an¬ 
nual eSU Biotechnology 
Distinguished Faculty 
Service Award, it will 
hereafter be known as 
the Anthony J. Andreoli 
Award.

START provides infant car seats 


Since Assistance League 
of Arcadia’s infant car 
seat loan program began 
at Methodist Hospital in 
1987, 705 car seats have 
been loaned to parents, 
grandparents and other 
residents of the San Ga¬ 
briel Valley who have had 
need of a car seat for an 
infant’s safety. 

ALA began the Secure 
Tots Are Ready Travelers 
loan program at the re¬ 
quest of the hospital after 
the passage of California 
law which requires infants 
to be secured in an author¬ 
ized car seat while riding 


as passengers in automo¬ 
biles. 

For babies from birth 
to 20 pounds, the Cen¬ 
tury 560 car seat/carrier 
used in this program meets 
Federal Safety Standard 
No. 213-80. An acronym 
for the program is START. 

The user deposit fee of 
$25 is required at the time 
the seat is loaned; how¬ 
ever, the money will be re¬ 
funded once the car seat 
has been returned in good 
condition according to the 
rental agreement.

Holiday Homes Tour to fund 
treatment planning system 


Carmen Thibault, chair¬ 
man of the 1992 Holiday 
Homes Tour, has reported 
that tour proceeds will 
fund a treatment planning 
system for Methodist 
Hospital in Arcadia. 

Dennis Lee, chief op¬ 
erating officer of the hos¬ 
pital, says that this system 
is composed of computer 
hardware and software 
that allows the radiation 
oncologist to plan the ap¬ 
propriate dose of radiation 
to the tumor. 

He goes on to say that 
the system incorporates 
cross-sectional images 


from CT scan and MRl 
scans, thus enabling lo¬ 
calization of the tumor 
with pinpoint accuracy 
and allowing radiation 
oncologists to determine 
with greater precision the 
amount of the dosage as 
well as distribution of 
radiation throughout the 
treatment area. This helps 
predict what effect a par¬ 
ticular dose of radiation 
will have on the tumor 
and the surrounding healthy 
tissues. 

The treatment planning 
system also serves as a 
guide in choosing between 


various combinations of 
X-ray or electron beam 
energies which can be used 
to treat the tumor more 
effectively. 

In general, the system 
improves the efficiency 
of the radiation treatment 
while minimizing the ad¬ 
verse effect on healthy 
tissues.

Hogg reported that she 
found out that in Japan 
it is rare to have a career 
change and that individuals 
do not go back to college 
to seek training in a new 
field. She said that since 
this is not the case in the 
U.S. it is a “strong point 
in our educational system.” 

Other differences that 
Simoniello observed were 
that students serve lunch 
to their fellow classmates 
in the classroom as there 
are no cafeterias or mul¬ 
tipurpose rooms as are 
found in Arcadia and, 
that because the Japanese 
are not as “suit happy,” 
classroom science experi¬ 
ments include the use of 
such items as matches and 
boiling water. 

Students cleaning their 
classrooms at the end of 
the day, taking pride in 
their school and the way 
it looks, was another ob¬ 
servation which Lucas added 
to the differences list.
